It is said the old concern had not 
sufficient backing in Youngstown, and 
a number of capitalists who had al­ 
ready tied up many thousands of dol­ 
lars began to look about for a way 
out of the muddle. 
The first move in

Every alien who lias contracted any , 
ailment two years prior to his arrival 
iu this country, and who becomes

public charge, can be returned to his 
native country by me. and it is my 
business to see that they are returned.

of the county to do is to write me a 
letter saying they hof'e a foreigner 
who Is in the infirmary or hospital. T 
need no other instruc tions, 
it is thqn 
my duty to get busy. 
"Aliens who contract any ailment 
within ¡t year after they arrive in this 
country are subject to the same de­ 
portation act, and I want to hear from 
all such c m h * s . 
Now on the face of 
this proposition it 
does not seem of 
much 
consequence, 
as

county lias been particularly lucky in 
not hAvIng

charges of the kind. 
But there is no 
telling when a score or more of the 
alien' will fall sick and apply for ad­ 
mission to the infirmary or hospitals.

Guthrie, Ok la., May 12.—The death 
list of the tornado at Sny der will prob­ 
ably exceed 100 persons. 
Ninety -fiv e 
bodies hav e been recov ered, a dozen 
persons are missing and giv en up for 
dead, and of the 41 seriously , wounded 
sev eral are lik ely to die. 
More than 
100 other persons suffered less sev ere 
injuries. 
Relief is being sent from neighbor­ 
ing towns. 
Ok lahoma City sent 10b 
men to dig grav es and seek the dead 
still in the ruins and a dozen under­ 
tak ers 
with 
100 
coffins. 
Offers 
of 
financial assistance hav e come from 
numerous cities. 
Gov ernor Ferguson 
of Ok lahoma has issued a proclama­ 
tion calling aitention to the needs of 
the strick en town. 
It is still difficult to obtain informa­ 
tion from Sny der. 
A single telegraph 
wire furnishes an outlet, but it is 
block ed with priv ate messages con­ 
cerning the dead and injured. 
To add to the generai confusion and 
distress after the tornado had passed 
fire brok e out and burned up ail that 
remained of the buildings in one of 
the business block s. 
So far it has not 
been possible to find out whether any 
bodies were cremated, but it is possi­ 
ble that such is the case.

An unidentified woman was pick ed 
up dead, hav ing been pinioned to the 
ground by a long sliv er which entered 
her left ey e and caine out through the 
back of her head. 
Clarence Donov an,

Roth were instantly k illed by the 
storm. 
Fred Crump, a boy, had started to 
a cellar when a fiying timber decapi­ 
tated him. 
Debris was carried north­ 
east as far as Cooperton, 12 miles, and 
it is reported that there are more frag­ 
ments at that town than in the tor­ 
nado p ‘h at Sny der. 
About 75 hea l 
of horses and cattle were k illed at 
Sny der. 
The may or of Sny der is hav ing much 
trouble arranging for the burial of the 
dead. 
The confusion is great, owing 


to the ta ct mat m ere a re a number 
oi 
unidentified bodies at the mo rg ue« . 
There is much suffering owing to lack 
of prov isions and places to stay . W hat 
houses remain in the town are in bad 
condition and are unsafe for habita­ 
tion.

enough to care for the homeless. Bed­ 
ding and wearing apparel are both 
lack ing and despite the effort to suc­ 
cor the unfortunates they are still in 
a pitiable condition. 
Many of

wounded could not be cared for or 
giv en medical aid until 9 o’clock in 
the morning, and by that time their 
wounds were aggrav av 1. 
Dr. York 
of Ho » art, who was activ e in reliev ing 
the suffering, say s that 2o per cent of 
the wounded will die. 
Peo ple C aught Unaw ares. 
Sny der, Ok la., May 12.—The hav oc 
wrought by the tornado was astonish­ 
ing, 
Out of a town that housed 1,000 
persons not more than a 
score of 
houses are intact, while two-thirds of 
the buildings are wreck ed. The storm 
formed south of 
Oiustee, near the 
Texas line, an 1 took a northeasterly 
course through a well-settled region. 
At 6 o’clock it was observ ed by the 
people of Sny der, but the usual funnel 
shaped formation 
was 
lack ing, and 
though the rov r was plainly heard for 
some time before the storm brok e, 
many were of the opinion that it was 
a hail storm. 
Within a few minutes the sk y sud­ 
d e n ly became dark and a terrific down­ 
pour of rain began, lasting for sev eral 
minutes. 
Then the rain stopped al­ 
most as suddenly as it had started. 
For a few moments an unusual calm 
followed and then the tornado struck , 
tearing buildings to piece.-, as though 
they were made of paper. 
Many people who li t I thought to 
tak e adv antage of the calm to seek 
refuge in cellars were caught in the 
streets. 
Some were lifted high in the 
sir and dashed to th > ground as th » ugli 
hurled from a catapult, whi’e others 
w’ere struck by fiy ing 
debris 
and 
beaten 
almost 
bey ond 
recognition. 
Those who remained in their h » uses 
fared no better in the path of the 
tornado, which swept across ail ex 
cepting a few block s in the -outheast- 
ern corner of the town. 
Frame struc­ 
tures collapsed lik e eggshells, bury ing 
occupants under the debris, k illing, 
crushing and maiming.
